Mrs. Stephenson spoke 
on the difference in her first 
diagnosis in 1980, which was 
caught very early and had not 
spread to any of her lymph 
nodes, unlike her second di¬ 
agnosis in 2004. When she 
was first diagnosed no one 
spoke about cancer, first of 
all not much was know, and 
secondly it was considered a 
death sentence, and in many 
cases it was. Over the years, 
cancer research and the de¬ 
velopment of treatments have 
made tremendous strides in 
surviving a cancer diagnosis, 
mainly through early detec¬ 


tion and greater communica¬ 
tion between patient, doctor, 
and the community. 

When she was first diag¬ 
nosed her support came from 
two older women in the com¬ 
munity who visited her and 
told her they were survivors 
of breast cancer, giving her a 
glimmer of hope to hold onto 
during her treatment. The 
support during and after her 
second diagnosis was dramat¬ 
ically different and that differ¬ 
ence continues to broaden to¬ 
day. While monetary support 
is important, it is the simple 
social support that can make 
a tremendous impact in a can¬ 
cer patients life.

CHRISTMAS 

Christianity is a religion of paradoxes, and one of 
the most paradoxieal elements of Christianity is the 
ineamation, the idea that God beeame man, being born as 
a helpless ehild in the humblest of eireumstanees. Nativity 
seenes memorialize this event, showing a baby lying in a 
manger, whieh is nothing more than a feeding trough for 
domestieated animals. But Jesus’s birth is only the first 
of many paradoxes. At the other end of Jesus’s life is the 
paradox of the almighty God letting himself be taunted and 
tortured, and ultimately letting himself die an ignominious 
death by hanging on a eross. We do well to remember that 
Christianity turns many virtues on their head. Strength, 
pride and wisdom are replaeed by weakness, humility and 
a kind of naivete or simple-mindedness. At this time of year 
when we eelebrate Christ’s birth with lavish spending and 
gift-giving, we do well to remember that material things 
are golden fetters and that poverty makes us free to live 
a simpler, more spiritual life. The Son of God was born 
in a manger, and as He himself told a potential follower, 
he still had nowhere to lay his head. Jesus appears to be 
telling this man to eount the eost of beeoming his follower. 
Christmas might make us think that Christianity is nothing 
but sweetness and light when in faet it’s ineredibly diffieult 
to be a good Christian. - Christopher Simon

The second annual 
Hunter’s Harvest took place 
at the Extension office Nov. 
17th - 19th. The program 
is designed to encourage 
hunters to harvest doe in¬ 
stead of male deer to help 
control the herd population. 
Many hunters are trophy 
hunting and will utilize the 
venison from one animal, 
but don’t need additional 
meat and are not interested 
in taking extra deer. With 
the Hunter’s Harvest, doe 
and or bucks can be do¬ 
nated and volunteers will 
do the initial processing at 
the office. The venison was 
sent to the UK meat lab for 
final inspection, grinding 
and packaging of the meat. 
The meat is then returned to 
the county and distributed 
to needy families through 
the food banks. 

Even though the 
weather was difficult for 
the hunters, 20 deer were 
donated to the program and 
many volunteers helped 
with the processing. This 
was a significant increase 
in the number taken over 
last year. We hope that the 
program continues to grow 
each year. As result over 
500 pounds of ground veni¬ 
son was donated to needy

Kentucky Fish & Wildlife 
Commission Proposes 
New Hunting Regulations 

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission pro¬ 
posed several new deer, elk 
and small game hunting 
regulations at its quarterly 
meeting Dec 8. 

The commission recom¬ 
mends all hunting, fishing 
and boating regulations for 
approval by the General As¬ 
sembly and approves all ex¬ 
penditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. Legis¬ 
lators must approve regula¬ 
tion recommendations be¬ 
fore they become law. 

In elk-related busi¬ 
ness, the commission pro¬ 
posed keeping the number 
of elk permits at 710 for the 
2018-2019 elk seasons. The 
commission recommended 
issuing 250 bull permits, 
comprised of 100 bull elk 
archery and 150 bull elk fire¬ 
arm permits. The commis¬ 
sion also proposed issuing 
450 antlerless elk permits, 
comprised of 160 archery 
and 290 antlerless elk fire¬ 
arms permits. 

In other elk-related 
business, the commission 
recommended including a 
question on the post-season 
survey for drawn elk hunt¬ 
ers concerning elk wound¬ 
ed, but not recovered, by the 
hunter. Survey completion 
for drawn elk hunters will 
be mandatory. 

In deer-related business, 
the commission proposed 
changes for deer quota hunts 
on wildlife management ar¬ 
eas and quota hunts in gen¬ 
eral. These changes would 
become effective for the 
2018-2019 deer seasons: 

Create a 10 percent cap 
on non-resident quota hunt 
participants. 

Adjust party applica¬ 
tions for quota hunts to the 
average preference point to¬ 
tal for the entire party. 

Move the West Ken¬ 
tucky Wildlife Management 
Area (WMA) deer quota 
hunt to the third Saturday 
in December to facilitate 
the upcoming American 
Kennel Association’s re¬ 
triever championship. The 
deer quota hunt on the area 
reverts to the normal time- 
frame of the third Saturday 
in November for the 2019 
hunting season. 

Move the Dewey Lake 
WMA deer quota hunt to the 
first weekend in November. 

In other quota hunt-re¬ 
lated business, the commis¬ 
sion recommended remov¬ 
ing the requirement that 
quota hunt applicants must 
enter their Social Security 
number to apply. Quota hunt 
applications will become 
online only. Applications by 
phone will be phased out af¬ 
ter June 2018. 

The commission will 
consider deer season dates 
and zone adjustments at the 
March, 2018 quarterly com¬ 
mission meeting. 

In small game-related 
business, the commission 
proposed eliminating the 
upland bird quota hunt on 
Clay WMA in Nicholas, 
Bath and Fleming counties. 
They proposed replacing 
it with a two-day per week 
hunt framework where 
hunters could hunt on Tues¬ 
days and Saturdays with 
a 3 p.m. closure daily. The 
open season would run from 
Nov. 1 to Dec. 31. Hunters 
must check-in and out at a 
self-service kiosk, display a 
hang-tag in their vehicle and 
must complete a hunting log 
each day. The daily bag limit 
for these hunts are four quail 
and two grouse. 

In other small game-re¬ 
lated business, the commis¬ 
sion proposed eliminating 
the Peabody WMA quail 
quota hunts and replacing 
it with a two-day per week 
structure with a 3 p.m. daily 
closure. On the Ken Unit of 


Peabody WMA, hunters may 
hunt quail on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. Hunters may 
hunt quail on Thursdays and 
Saturdays on the Sinclair 
Unit of Peabody WMA. The 
season would run from the 
Monday following the close 
of modem gun deer season 
until Feb. 10. Similar to Clay 
WMA, hunters must check¬ 
in and out at a self-service 
kiosk, display a hang-tag in 
their vehicle and complete 
a hunting log each day. The 
daily bag limit is four quail. 

The commission also 
recommended rabbit hunters 
check-in and out at self-ser¬ 
vice kiosks on the Ken and 
Sinclair Units of Peabody 
WMA, Clay WMA and 
Rockcastle River WMA in 
Pulaski County. They must 
display hang-tags in their 
vehicles and complete a dai¬ 
ly hunting log. Season dates, 
bag limits and general hunt¬ 
ing requirements for rabbit, 
quail and grouse hunting on 
Rockcastle River WMA will 
mirror these requirements 
on Clay WMA. 

These small game 
changes would become ef¬ 
fective for the 2018-2019 
hunting seasons. 

The commission also 
proposed a set of minimum 
standards for new agree¬ 
ments for Hunting Access 
Areas (HAA). All properties 
shall be accessible by a pub¬ 
lic thoroughfare with a min¬ 
imum tract size of 100 acres. 
They shall be open to public 
hunting and have a leash law 
for dogs, except from Nov. 1 
through Feb. 28. 

Agreements in the elk 
restoration zone shall be 
signed and completed by 
June 1 in order to be eligible 
for an elk permit for the up¬ 
coming season. If Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife and the 
landowner determines that 
special elk hunting restric¬ 
tions are warranted, then a 
Limited Entry Area (LEA) 
will be created around the 
enrolled land or the hunt¬ 
ers may be placed using the 
voucher sign-up process to 
limit elk hunters if deemed 
a better fit by Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. 

The next regularly 
scheduled Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Commis¬ 
sion meeting will be 8:30 
a.m. (Eastern time), Friday, 
March 9,2018. Meetings are 
held at Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife headquarters, lo¬ 
cated at 1 Sportsman’s Lane 
off U.S. 60 in Frankfort.

Milford Christian Church 
Security Assessment 



With the recent church shooting, the security and safety of those attending services at 
church have come into question. Who would have ever thought that we would even be discuss¬ 
ing things like this in this county. Churches around the country are looking at ways they can 
improve the safety and security of their congregations. In today’s social climate in this country 
you cannot count anything out anymore. With the opening of their new church in Milford, 
members of the church contacted Sheriff Howard W. Niemeier about conducting a security 
assessment for the Church. 

On December 14, 2017, Deputy Steven Moss and Sheriff Howard W. Niemeier met with 
members of the Milford Christian Church to discuss security measures that could be taken to 
make it safer for those attending services, special events and conducting routine business at the 
Church. This assessment looked at the layout of the building and current measures that they 
have in effect to address security. There were discussions about how members should respond 
if a shooter or armed person comes into the church. 

During the walk thru Sheriff Niemeier gave recommendations covering camera locations, 
landscaping, lighting, use of greeters during services, safety plans and recommendations for 
church attendees should an incident of this nature occur. One can only hope that nothing of 
this magnitude would ever occur in this county. Taking steps to be proactive and to address 
possible responses is great. 

At the conclusion of the assessment Sheriff Niemeier answered any questions that mem¬ 
bers may have about actions that can be taken and possible legal issues. A final report is com¬ 
pleted and submitted to the Church outlining recommendations for improving the safety and 
security of the Church and the protection of those attending the Church. 

This service is available to any Church or service organization in the county that would like 
the Sheriff’s Office to review their facilities and plans.

Give the Gift of 
Safety This 
Hoiiday Season 

As part of the 52 Weeks 
of Public Health campaign, 
the Kentucky Department for 
Public Health (DPH) within 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services (CHFS) 
is recognizing Toy Safety 
Awareness Month during this 
holiday season. 

Although toys are in¬ 
tended to be fun and enjoy¬ 
able, there are some health 
risks associated with toys 
that are not made properly. 
Before you make a purchase, 
the Kentucky Department for 
Public Health encourages all 
shoppers to make safe toys 
a priority this holiday sea¬ 
son by following the recom¬ 
mendations for the American 
Academy of Pediatrics and 
Safe Kids: 

• Select a toy that is age 
appropriate, and fits the abili¬ 
ties of the child; 

• Look for toys to engage 
creativity such as books, puz¬ 
zles, wooden trains, building 
sets; 

• Infants and children 
explore their environment 
through taste and touch. If 
the piece of the toy can fit 
inside a toilet paper roll, it 
poses a choking hazard for 
children under the age of 3; 

• Choose toys for babies 
that will build developmen¬ 
tal skills such as shape sort¬ 
ers, stacking blocks, baby 
puzzles, and textured books 
designed for an infant; 

• For teenagers, if giving 
an electronic device, think 
about the purpose of the 
electronic device, how the 
device will be used, the rules 
for accessing the internet and 
websites as well as who will 
monitor the devices use; 

• Be cautious of toys con¬ 
taining batteries or magnets. 
Both are choking hazards 
and can cause serious stom¬ 
ach problems, or even death, 
when eaten by children. Be 
mindful that buttons batteries 


may be in musical greeting 
cards, toy building sets, and 
remote controls; 

• Be cautious when keep¬ 
ing toys intended for adult 
use in areas frequented by 
children; 

• Be cautious when 
charging toys in an electrical 
outlet. Chargers also pose 
a fire risk and should not 
be left plugged in and unat¬ 
tended. Children under age 
10 should not be given toys 
that require being plugged 
into an electrical outlet due 
to a risk of bums and electri¬ 
cal shocks; 

• Balloons that are unin¬ 
flated or pieces of balloons 
that have burst can create suf¬ 
focation or choking hazards. 

• Remove tags, strings 
and ribbons from toys for 


young children. If the string 
is greater than 12 inches long 
it can pose a strangulation 
hazard for babies; 

• Read the labels and in- 
stmctions of use on a toy and 
teach the child how to safely 
use the toy to prevent injury; 

• Keep toys for older 
children stored separately 
from those intended for a 
younger child; 

• Include a helmet for use 
when giving a bicycle, scoot¬ 
er, horse, skateboards or any¬ 
thing that rolls and could be 
ridden by a child; and 

• Gifts that use “kid 
power” to operate, promote 
movement, developmental 
growth and protect children 
from obesity. Look for gifts 
that promote a child to mn, 
play, dance, or jump.
